County Commission Votes Fo -— “ 


Subsidize Garbage Collector 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
Dec. 23, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and voted unanimously to 
approve a $500-a-month subsidy for 
three months to a county resident 
who provides garbage collection in 
the rural areas of the county. 

Commissioner Sid Averett told 
the commission that Jim Junior 
Mock, the garbage collector 
approved by the commission, was 
facing financial difficulties similar to 
those which have plagued others 
who attempted to provide the county 
with rural garbage collection. 

Mock, who was not awarded an 
exclusive franchise. was approved by 
the commission on Sept. 24, 1985, 
and at that time Mock said his 
monthly fees would be $6 per 
household and $4.25 for senior 
citizens. 

Mock told the commission that 
since rural garbage pickup was not 
mandatory, many residents chose to 
dispose of their garbage in other 
ways. He added it was difficult to 
provide the service and make money 
because of limited customers and the 
distance between customers. 

‘Until you get 100 percent 
participation and a way to collect, the 
rural garbage service is never going 
to work,’’ declared Commissioner 


Averett. 

The commission agreed that 
problems had to be worked out and 
voted to subsidize Mock $500 a 
month for 90 days beginning Jan. 1, 
1986, in an attempt to give both 
parties time to work out a solution. 


In other action at the meeting, 
Probate Judge Marion Brunson told 
the commission renovation of the 
Enterprise courthouse should be 
completed by February. 

The main floor is undergoing 
extensive \enovation, including 
expansion of the circuit clerk’s 
office, while’ the porch at the 
courthouse has already been 
enclosed to provide two additional 
offices. 

The heating and cooling system 
for the main floor of the courthouse 
will also be modernized, with 
Ronnie's Heating and Cooling Co. 
chosen to do the installation after 
entering a low bid of $9,640.47. 

Bids on office furniture for the 
Enterprise circuit clerk's office will 
be opened on Jan. 13, with funds 
from the Administrative Office of 
Courts to be used to pay the cost. 


The commission will meet in Elba 
January through March, at the 
courthouse. 


County To Rent Home To 


Relieve Overcrowding 


Coffee County Commission 
chairman Marion Brunson 
announced last week that the county 
would rent a home adjacent to the 
health department in Enterprise in 
an attempt to solve ‘the overcrowded 
conditions at the health department 
building. 

The home, referred to as the 
Rowe house, is a three-bedroom 
residence and will cost the county 
$200 a month. 

“The commission, has worked 
hard to find a solution to the problem 


of overcrowding at the health 
department,’’ stated Brunson, ‘‘and 
this is viewed as a temporary 
solution. We have rented - not 
bought - the home and will continue 
to look for a permanent location to 
house all the — department's 
services”’ 

The new health department- 
annex will house the Home Health 
Care division, which includes a total 
of 28 employees and _ serves 
approximately 150 people through- 
out the county,

“The Decision Is His”

The question in the Democratic 
primary is ‘‘not whether I decide to 
run against Wallace, but whether he 
decides to run against me,’’ Lt. Gov 
Bill Baxley said in a press conference 

trecently. 

Baxley, speaking to a group of 
University of Alabama journalism 
students, said that when he said he 
would not run against Wallace in 
1982, he ‘‘didn’t say forever.’’ 

Governor George C. Wallace said 
in a press conference that he will not 
make the decision for several more 
months. 

He said that the primaries are a 
“long way off’’ and that it is ‘‘too 
early to decide.’’ 

Emory Folmar, state head of the 
Republican party and mayor of 
Montgomery, declined to comment 
on the possibility of a Republican 
candidate for governor in the next 
election. 

Folmar said that when he agreed 
to become chairman, his first goal 
was to get Senator Jeremiah Denton 
re-elected, then to hold on to all the 
Republican offices now held both at 
the state and national levels. 

‘We've got to concentrate on 
building a strong foundation of 
Republicans in Alabama before we 
can concentrate on the governor's 
office,’’ he said. 

Folmar did not exclude himself 
from a guberratorial race in the 
future, and said that he ‘‘enjoyed 
campaigning,’ both for himself and 
others. 

Baxley said, ‘I made the 
“statement publicly and privately that 
I wouldn’t run against Gov. Wallace 
in '82 and I kept my word. Your 
words have got to mean something. 

“Governor Wallace has been 
good to me, and I felt I owed him on 
a personal level,’ Baxley said. 
‘Governor Wallace is the best 
governor this state has ever had, and 
his heart beats for the average 
person.”’ 

‘*However, there comes a time in 
any profession when you have to 
pass the torch, and I hope that’s 
what's he’s going to do,”’ he said. 

Wallace said, ‘‘A lot of people 
come by and want to have their 
picture made with me because they 
think I’m going to die soon.”’ 

He said that his strong support of 
education has helped to bring top 
educators into the state, and that he 

has worked for more industry and

new jobs in the state. 

Baxley said that his biggest areas 
of concern are industrial 
development, education and the 
health care system. 

He said that industrial develop- 
ment in Alabama has not kept pace 
with other states in the Sunbelt, and 
that Alabama needs to ‘‘aggressively 
identify industry, market what we 
have, and sell ourselves to them.”’ 

Baxley said he would pass 
legislation to restructure’ the 
Alabama Development Office and 
put more money into it. 

*‘We’ve had some people who 
were more political than industry- 
minded in the past,’’ he said. 

He said he would propose 
taking the top level 
Alabama Development Office 
jobs out from under the state merit 
pay system in order to get ‘‘bright, 
intelligent people’’ in those 
positions, 

Baxley said that education could 
be improved by consolidation of 
some schools. 

He supports not only consolida- 


ticn of small schools, but also 
colleges. 
“Let's take medicine for 


example,"’ he said. ‘If Alabama’s 
going to have a medical school then 
we ought to make it the best school it 
can be.’”’ 

*“*But we don’t have the funds 
to support two top-level medical 
schools in this state,’’ he said. 

Baxley said that as governor, he 
would work to see more money put 
into elementary and _ secondary 
schools, ‘‘where it is needed the 
most.”’ 

He said Alabama is not prepared 
to take on the responsibilites of 
federal government, such as health 
care, prisons, mental health, and 
education revenues, because we 
have ‘had no long-range planning.’’

Baxley said that Alabama has two 
choices, and it will be up to the 
people to decide whether to cut back 
services or increase taxes. 

Baxley, who is 43, said that his 
age is an asset because he is young, 
but has has top-level experience in 
all three brances of government. 

“I don’t think we've ever had a 
candidate for governor who has had 
all the top-level experience that I’ve 
had,’’ he said,

Limit Set For Hybrid And Striped Bass 


Fisheries Chief Barry W. Smith 
of the Department of Conservation’s 
‘Game and Fish Division has clarified 
the limit set for hybrid, striped and 
white bass. 

Smith says a combined total limit 
of 30 hybrid, striped or white bass in 
any ratio may be taken daily, but 
only six of the aggregate of these fish 
may exceed 16 inches. 

This new regulation does not 
apply on the waters of the 
Chattahoochee River. The creel limit 
of 6 hybrids or striped bass remains 
in effect because of our reciprocal 
agreement with Georgia Game and 
Fish Division. 

The rationale for the new limit is 
based on the following facts. Hybrids 
grow very rapidly. They normally 
will exceed 16 inches and weigh 
approximately 2 pounds at 18 


months. At that time their numbers 
then require some protectior White 
bass seldom exceed 16 inches. The 
white bass has a slow growth rate 


and normally do not reach the 16 


inch length until their fifth or sixth 
year of life. Striper growth is 
somewhat similar to that of the 
hybrid. Stripers reach the 16 inch 
mark at about 2 years; however, 
their growth accelerates at that time 
when they can effectively feed on 
shad, 

The identity probiem of these 
species below 16 inches is perplexing 
to many fishermen and is another 
reason the new limit includes alli 
three species. The previous daily 
limit on hybrid and striped bass was 
6 of any size and 30 of any size for 
white bass. The new regulation will 
allow continued liberal harvest of 
white bass, but will now include 
hybrids and striped bass smalier 
than 16 inches in length. The fish 
larger than 16 inches will continue to 
have a daily limit of 6, The 
combination of white bass, striped 
bass and hybrid striped bass of any 
size may not exceed 30 per day.

I rode oxen to work a lot 
of times. We farmed from one 
corner of Coffee County to the other. 
We never owned a farm, but we 
owned our home. My father lost 
money in farming. That was in ’29! 

‘*We (when I say ‘we’ 1 mean my 
brothers too) worked on the James 
place for Walt Lassity; the Vaughn 
place, the Ben Brunson place, and 
the S.R. Chatmon farm. 1 also 
worked for my uncle, Jobie 
Magwood, on his farm and the late 
Ben Daniels, cutting and hauling 


pulpwood. 
‘“‘We stacked lumber for 
Henderson, Black and Green 


Lumber Company, Flack Lumber 
Company and Windham saw mill. It 
was honest work and I wouldn't want 
to farm any more. 

“I was an insurance agent for 
National Security (formerly White

FEEDING SOYBEANS 
Raw soybeans can be fed to all 
cattle with the exception of young 


‘ calves seven months of age and 


younger. Raw soybeans wil! average 
about 42% crude protein and will 
contain about 19% fat. Soybeans 
can best be utilized by cattle as a 
protein supplement. 

If you feed raw soybeans, you will 
not need to use protein supplement 
or protein molasses mixtures or 
other products. 

According to Dr. D. L. Pritchard 
of the Experiment Station at Quincy, 


“—~ Florida, a regulator can be used to 


limit the intake of soybeans. Either 
salt or peanut hulls can serve as a 
regulator. He suggests two or three 
parts of ground soybeans to one part 
salt. One or two parts of ground 
peanut hulls to one part of soybeans 
can also be used. Feed free choice. 

You can also use whole raw 
soybeans.

The 
first sign of the disease is that the 
animal will look and act nervous, 
move stiffly and stagger. Death may 
follow. Prevention is easy. Supply 
extra magnesium to cattle every day. 


This can be done by feeding a 


mineral supplement free choice. 

A one-to-one mixture of trace- 
mineral salt and magnesium oxide is 
most economical. However, cows do 
not like the taste of magnesium, so 
they may not eat enough of this 
mixture. You can improve their 
consumption by mixing equal parts 
by weight of ground shelled corn, 
trace-mineral salt and magnesilum 
oxide. Several commercial products 
are available.

NAACP Lawsuit Seeks Change In Election Process For County 


A lawsuit has been filed by the 
NAACP on behalf of residents in 
eight Alabama counties, including 
Coffee County, charging that 
at-large county commission elections 
are in violation of the United States 
Constitution because the method of 
election denies blacks a fair voice in 
local government. 

The lawsuit, filed in federal court 
in Montgomery, was filed in behalf 
of residents in Coffee, Crenshaw, 
Etowah, Lawrence, Calhoun, 
Escambia, Talladega and Pickens 
counties. 

The National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People 
(NAACP) Defense Fund, as well as 
law firms in Montgomery and 
Mobile, are representing the 
plaintiffs in the suit. 

The lawsuit charges that the 
at-large elections, in which members 
of a county governing body are 
chosen by ail voters of the county 
and not by districts, does not provide 
adequate representation for 
minorities. 

A portion of the suit stated, ‘‘The 
system of at-large elections, with 
numbered posts and majority vote 


requirements -- was originally 
designed and has been maintained 
by the state of Alabama for the 
purpose and intent of adbridging, 
denying and submerging black 
voting strength.”’ 

The lawsuit states that no black 
has ever been elected to a county 
commission in any of the eight 
counties named, and claims that 
each county is operating under 
election laws enacted ‘‘during a time 
in Alabama history when racial 
feelings and prejudices were 
especially virulent.’’ 

The lawsuit further argues that 
the at-large election system in 
existence in the counties violates the 
U.S. Constitution’s guarantee of 
equal protection and asks that a 
federal judge stop the counties from 
holding elections under such 
systems until a new, fairer form of 
government is created. 

Members of the Alabama 
Democratic Conference (ADC), 
headed by vice-chairman Damascus 
Crittenden, presented a _ voting 
redistricting proposal to the Coffee 
County Commission on Oct. 14, 
1985, and requested that the 


commission take action on redistrict- 
ing prior to the June, 1986 primary 
election, 

In the proposal, Crittenden 
requested that the commission 
consider setting a target date of not 
more than 40 days for an attorney of 
commission choice to devise an 
acceptable plan. He also 
recommended that the 40-day 
period, if accepted, begin no later 
than November, 

At the meeting, Crittenden 
requested that the commission agree 
to at least six single-member 
districts and told the commission the 
change from at-large to single- 
member district elections was taking 
place in many counties and cities 
across the state. 

He also asked the commission to 
‘‘provide an opportunity for black 
residents to be elected and also 
provide ample opportunities for 
black leadership organizations in 
Coffee County to have input for the 
development of the plan.”’ 

Crittenden stated it was the goal 
of the ADC proposal to ensure there 
will be at least one majority black 
district that is acceptable to the black 


community. 

A spokesman for ADC said the 
lawsuit was filed when the local 
commission did not meet the 


deadline earlier requested. 


All the counties named in the 
lawsuits have five-member 


commissions except Calhoun (County 
(which has three) and Coffee County 
(with six). 


County Officials Deny Allegations 


Coffee County officials have 
reported they will file a general 
denial of an NAACP-sponsored 
lawsuit seeking the county to 
re-divide its districts to insure black 
representation on the county 
commission. 

In a published report last week, 


county attorney Warren Rowe stated 
the county wasn’t discriminating 
against anyone in its method of 
at-large elections and contended the 
current method was mandated by a 
federal judge. 


Prior to 1971, Coffee County was 


divided into four commission 
districts and the voters in each 
district selected their commission. 
However, a federal judge ruled 
against the method and ordered the 
current system of six commissioners 
being elected at-large to be instated.

Results Of State Graduation Examination Reveal Elba High 


School Students Continue To Show Improvement 


Alabama Supt. of Education, Dr. 
Wayne Teague, released the results 
of the fall administration of the 
Alabama high school graduation 
examination on Dec. 20, and stated 
he was very pleased with the test 
results. 

“The graduation examination is 
the culmination of the basic 
competency program which assesses 
minimum skills in grades 3, 6 and 
9,"' stated Teague, ‘‘and the 
program is designed to help assure 
that high school graduates have 
acquired certain minimum skills 
prior to receiving a diploma. 
Passing the examination is just one 
part of the criteria that is required 
for receiving a diploma; additionally, 


students must also successful 
complete the required Carnegie 
units."” 


In discussing the statewide test

results, Teague reported that of the 
approximately 44,800 students who 
took the test for the first time, 98 
percent of them passed the reading 
section, an increase of one percent 
from 1984 and four percent from 
1983. 

In the mathematics area, 94 
percent of the students passed the 
test, which represents a two percent 
increase over last year and a five 
percent gain over 1983. A large 
increase occurred in the language 
section with 95 percent of the 
students passing, which is a three 
percent gain over 1984 and an eight 
percent gain over 1983. 

For the senior class of 1987 (this 
year’s junior class), 92 percent 
passed all three sections, compared 
to 88.3 percent for last year’s juniors 
taking the test for the first time. 

‘You must realize that these 


percentages of increases in each 
subject area represent more than 
1,000 students passing each section 
of the test this year as compared to 
last year,’’ said Teague. ‘‘It is most 
encouraging to know that more of 
our students are acquiring the basic 
skills as they go through our school 
systems.”’ 

Results for students taking the 
test for a second or third time 
showed that a little less than half of 
them passed the test on their second 
or third try. : 

A cumulative passing rate has 
been calculated for the graduating 
class of 1986, excluding special 
education students, and the results 
show that 99percent of the students 
have passed the reading test; 98 
percent have passed the mathe- 
matics test, and 98 percent have 
passed the language test.

“The results from the local 
school systems are most 
encouraging,’’ added Teague. 


“They are a clear indication of the 
desire and dedication of our local 
school system administrators and 
teachers to assist students in 
mastering this examination through 
good remedial programs.”’ 


‘I am extremely pleased to see 
the accomplishments made by so 
many of our local school systems,”’ 
stated Teague. ‘‘Of the 128 school 
systems included in the program, 51 
increased passing rates in reading; 
84 in mathematics and 91 in 
language. These increases reflect 
positive changes that have occurred 
over last year’s increases. We are 
nearing our goal of having virtually 
every student pass the Alabama high 
school graduation examination.”’
